Ihr sensational manner in which the public hits 
been “eating up’ the crime investigation on television, 
especially in the Ne,w York territory where most of the 
witnesses are figures, has raised many new questions in 
political science. 
There must of necessity be a re examination of the 
principles of our government anti of politics and of the 
whole broad subject of popular sovereignty. 
It may be stated as a basic and indisputable principle 
that anything which increases public interest in the prob­ 
lems of government is, in a republic, a most excellent and 
salutory change, 
It is equally inescapable, however, that mere curi­ 
osity is not enough to fill the needs. 
I here must be in­ 
telligent comprehension as well. There must be under­ 
standing and a competent passing of judgment. A hun­ 
dred million people can be wrong, just as easily as ten. 
It is one of the fallacies of so-called “democratic** 
principles to think that majorities can’t be wrong. They 
can, of course. Therein lies the secret of the great differ­ 
ence between representative republican principles and 
those loosely defined as “democratic.** 
The representa­ 
tive republican concept freely admits that the popidar 
majority may be wrong on occasion, and it therefore 
slows down the speed With which the majority can move; 
it also guarantees the minority protection from the ma­ 
jority. “Democracy” has no such restrictions, “Democ­ 
racy in action" is, iii the last analysis, dictatorship of the 
majority. 
Now, what makes unrestrained majority rule seem 
plausible is a widespread misconception on two points; 
first, that a majority is automatically wiser than a minor­ 
ity; and second, that the purpose of our constitution was 
to take advantage of this source of superior wisdom. 
Perhaps an illustration will make these distinctions
